Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1 and 9, and corresponding dependent claims 2-8 and 10-14 
are allowed as having incorporated an allowable subject matter of a video encoder 
comprising the reference picture weighting factor assignor for calculating respective 
implicit weighting factors for the first and second reference pictures based on respective 
distances of the image block to the first and second reference pictures. 

Note: the Examiner considers the respective distances of the image block to the 
first and second reference pictures to be temporal distances. 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the allowable subject 
matter as specified in claims 1 and 9.
